Local municipalities receiv 
provincial grant cut news 


by Jeff Wilson 


Both the Madoc Village 
and Township recently re- 
ceived the news of their 
provincial grant cuts for 
1997. The news came in a 
letter from Minister of Mu- 
nicipal Affairs and Hous- 
ing Al Leach. 

In the village, Clerk- 
Treasurer-Administrator 
Doug Parks said the cut was 
about 25 per cent, which 
falls into line with 
neighboring municipalities. 
In 1996, the village received 
$168,204, a reduction of 
12.76 per cent from 1995. 
For 1997 the village will 
receive $125,379. a reduc- 
tion of $42,825. Parks said 
council is still discussing 
the budget for the coming 
year and if is not known 
how the cuts will effect fu- 
ture plans. 


In 1996 the Madoc 
Township ‘ received 
$404,811 in «provincial 
grants. This year’s alloca-

tion will be $370,923, a re 

duction of $33,888. Both 
municipalities will be paid 
their grants in seven equal 
monthly instalments begin- 
ning the last week of June, 
1997 and ending in Decem-

In his letter, Leach gave 
a bref explanation of the 
changing grant allocation, 
which he said was an- 
nounced in the Fiscal and 
Economic Statement of 
Nov. 29, 1995. He also 
stated that in 1997 the prov- 
ince’s allocation will be 
$736 million, of which $666 
million will be delivered 
through the Municipal Sup- 
port Grant. 

Leach also explained that 
the province placed acapof 
up to 9.5 per cent on the 
amount cut from each mu- 
nicipality.

Many snowmobilers ask 
why the manufacturers 
haven't created a standard 
place forlicences. The same 
question is often about a 
spot for trail permits. Ap- 
parently the licente issue was 
supposed to have been re- 
solved in 1988 when the 
International Association of 
Snowmobile Administrators 
persuaded each manufac- 
turer to leave a3-1/2" by 6" 
Space on both sides “‘no 
further forward than8”’ from 
the rear edge of the cowling 
“unencumbered by graph- 
ics, pinstriping, special paint- 
ing or demarcation lines for 
the placement of a registra- 
tiondecal.”’ 

Despite this agreement, 
not much progress seems t6 
have been made since, al- 
though MTO did size their 
licence decal accordingly. 

Hopefully as a result of 
this column, some indica- 
tion of the current status of 
that 1988 arrangement will 
be forthcoming and maybe 
we'll see a more definitive 
location on snowmobiles 
soon. 

So where does that leave 
you and [? With the tough 
choice of either complying 
with the law or riskinga fine 
for disobedience. In making 
your decision there are sey- 


eral final points to consider, 


One, the legal require- 
ments for the MTO licence 
has now been well publi- 
cized,so police won't likely 
be accepting any excuses.

Bulk sample extraction 
to begin in February 
at Bannockburn mine

A bulk sample will begin to be extracted from the 
Madoc Mining Company gold mine in Bannockburn in 
mid-February according to the President. 

In interview, Terry Schorn said the mine should be 
“quite a bit happening” by mid-February, with surface 
diamond drilling beginning at that time. He added half a 
program of drilling in the month of November and then 
shut it down over the Christmas break. 

As far as the timetable originally set out, Schorn said 
that the company is probably a couple of months behind 
schedule, partly because of a wait for financing. which 
was recently secured. 

The high grade iron ore bulk sample will be shipped to 
the smelters in Noranda, Quebec, beginning in March, 
Schom said. He added that the entire sample could be up 
to 10,000 tofifies, about 1,000 tonnes a month. 

Schom retumed to Vancouver, B.C. in late December 
and plans on returning to the area the first -week of 
February.

Robert Burns 
. F 

Robert Burns, chief of 
Scotland’s poets, born near 
Ayr, Scotland, January 25, 
1759, died July 21, 1796. 
His parents were peasant 
farmers in very humble cir- 
cumstances. Robert's shoul- 
ders were bowed with hard 
toil and he constantly suf- 
fered with palpitations, head- 
aches and melancholy. At 
15, himself and brother 
Gilbert were hired out to a 
farmer at $34. year and, in 
accordance with the custom 
of the times, took stimulants 
as remedy for bodily ills 
which afterwards wrought 
his ruin. 

Robert, fromachild, was 
a great reader of what few 
books were to be had. His 
first verses were made at 16 
devoted to one of his boyish 
loves. At 19, he went to 
Kirkoswald school to learn 
surveying. ‘Eating at meal 
time with a spoon in one 
hand and a book in the 
other,”" and while there 
wrote and had published 
some poems including 
“John Barleycorn’’, 
**Mailie’s Elegy”’ etc. 

In 1783 his father died, 
full of sorrow and fear for 
his gifted son, and then 
Robert resolved: *‘to be a 
better man."’ 

The next year Robert and 
his brother rented a farm for 
four years at Mossgiel where 
he produced some of his 
best poems suchas the ‘*Cot- 
ter's Saturday Night’’ and 
“*La Mouse’’. He issued, in 
1786, 600 copies of a book 
of poems for which he re- 
ceived $100. He was about 
to go aboard a ship for the 
West Indies when he received 
an invitation to come to 
Edinburgh where his book 
had awakened great inter- 
est. He arranged for another 
edition, was lionized, and 
returned with $2,500 as pro- 
ceeds of his book. 

He married Jean Armour 
and was appointed an excise 
commissioner at $350a year 
but the duties of excise sub- 
jected him to added tempta- 
tions to drink and at the end 
of three years he had to 
abandon the farm. In 1791 
he went to live in a small
